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TOE^VIOVE TO IMPEACH DOUGLAS 

ONE OF TJIE developments tliat grew out of the 
Rosenberg case was a move in fkrriOTess, Iregiin by Rep. 
Wheeler of Ceorgia, and applauded by some members of 
the House, to impeach JusticeWilliam Douglas lor pant- 
ing a stay of execution, later cancelled by the court’s ma- 
fority. 

WHieeler's action was such a brazen affront to the in- 
dependence which the court is suposed to have that some 
people ha\e hastened to give public assurances that noth- 
ing will come out of If. But it would be a mistake to dis- 
count the W'heeler move as the action of crackpot or a 
publicity seeker. 

In the first place it takes little to whip up a lynch 
party in this C'ougress agaiii.st labor or against those who 
symbolize tlie FDK era. 

In the second place, even if the move is pigeonholed 
in committee, it lias already started the l>all rolling among 
the McCarthj’ite inob-sters for a niovenieni to intimidate 
the courts. 

The plain fact is, as even Arthur Krock of the New 
York Times took pains to |K)int out, that Douglas acted in 
full accordance with legal procedure. The full court of 
nine judges recognized the legality of his procedure when 
on the basis of new and substantial grounds, be granted 
a stay of execution. The illegality was all on the other 
side. The court w as illegally reconvened, and illegally can- 
celled the stay of execution, as Justice Blac-k strongly point- 
e<l out. Black also noted that tite court had ncvei even 
looked at the trial record or the evidence. 

But the is.sues in the law plajed little part among the 
lynch mobsters who wanted the blood of the Bosenbergs. 
So if a judge stands in the way, regardles*. of reason, then 
lie, too, is to Ire lynched.
